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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the applicant's response filed on August 12, 2009. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-24 are allowed, following a phone interview conducted on August 7, 
2009 between the examiner and the applicant, during which the examiner suggested 
and the applicant agreed to amend the independent claims to include the following new 
limitations: 

wherein upon selection of a function block, the program instructions are 
further executable to: 

automatically analyze the set of function blocks to determine a function 
block in the set of function blocks configured to provide output useable by the 
selected function block as input; and 

automatically configure and display the determined function block and the 
selected function block to provide the determined function block's output as 
input to the selected function block; 

After extensive searches, the examiner has found prior arts of Zink et al. (US 
6738964) and Beckett et al. (US 6564358) which closely match the applicant's claimed 
invention. But these prior arts do not teach the above limitations. Thus, claims 1-24 are 
allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
